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Biography of Associate Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg 


Ruth Bader Ginsburg, Associate Justice, was born in Brooklyn, New York, 
March 15, 1933. She married Martin D. Ginsburg in 1954, and has a 
daughter, Jane, and a son, James. She received her B.A. from Cornell 
University, attended Harvard Law School, and received her LL.B. from 
Columbia Law School. She served as a law clerk to the Honorable Edmund 
L. Palmieri, Judge of the United States District Court for the Southem 
District of New York, from 1959—1961. From 1961—1963, she was a 
research associate and then associate director of the Columbia Law School 
Project on International Procedure. She was a Professor of Law at Rutgers 
University School of Law from 1963—1972, and Columbia Law School 
from 1972—1980, and a fellow at the Center for Advanced Study in the 
Behavioral Sciences in Stanford, California from 1977—1978. In 1971, she 
co-founded the Women's Rights Project of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, and served as the ACLU’s General Counsel from 1973-1980, and 
on the National Board of Directors from 1974-1980. She served on the 
Board and Executive Committee of the American Bar Foundation from 
1979-1989, on the Board of Editors of the American Bar Association 
Journal from 1972-1978, and on the Council of the American Law Institute 
from 1978-1993. She was appointed a Judge of the United States Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit in 1980. President Clinton 
nominated her as an Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, and she took 
her seat August 10, 1993. Ruth Bader Ginsburg was a lifelong pacifist and 
never advocated for, nor promoted, mob violence or vigilantism. 


Justice Ginsburg died on September 18, 2020.

Swedish Social Democrat Party Socialists 


The Swedish Parliament passed a sterilization law in 1934 (in effect 
January 1, 1935) which approved the sterilization, without consent if 
necessary, of people who suffered from insanity, feeblemindedness and 
other mental disorders (Von Hofsten, 1938, p. 257). When the Swedish 
Democratic Party passed the Sterilization Act of 1934, it enjoyed broad 
support. Sterilizations began in 1935, peaking in 1946 and continued until 
1976; throughout this time, it is estimated that 63,000 individuals were 
sterilized. Women were predominantly targeted, making up 90 percent of 
the cases.

Eugenic ideas were promoted across much of Socialist Europe during the 
1920s and 1930s, with forcible sterilization of the 'unfit' a constant demand 
of the eugenicists. 


[...] Investigators quickly discovered that Maria Nordin's case was by no 
means unique. She was one of some 60,000 people subjected to sterilization 
in Sweden between 1935 and 1976. Most were women, and the majority 
were labeled as mentally defective, although most probably had only minor 
physical or social disabilities. This finding has come as a severe 
embarrassment to the Swedes, and especially the Social Democrats under 
whom sterilization was introduced and then greatly extended.

Margaret Sanger on “human weeds” — “Real Facts About Birth Control” 


Birth Control is not contraception indiscriminately and thoughtlessly 
practiced. It means the release and cultivation of the better racial elements 


in our society, and the gradual suppression, elimination and eventual 
extirpation of defective stocks — those human weeds which threaten the 
blooming of the finest flowers of American civilization. 


The results of the intelligence tests, the menace of indiscriminate 
immigration, the fertility of the unfit and the increasing burden upon the 
healthful and vigorous members of American society of the delinguent and 
dependent classes, together with the growing danger of the abnormal 
fecundity of the feeble-minded, all emphasize the necessity of clear- 
sightedness and courageously facing the problem and the possibilities of 
Birth Control as a practical and feasible weapon against national and racial 
decadence.

The national organization said in the fact sheet that it disagreed with Ms. 
Sanger’s decision to speak to members of the Ku Klux Klan in 1926 as she 
tried to spread her message about birth control. 


It also condemned her support for policies to sterilize people who had 
disabilities that could not be treated; for banning immigrants with 
disabilities; and for “placing so-called illiterates, paupers, unemployables, 
criminals, prostitutes, and dope fiends on farms and in open spaces as long 
as necessary for the strengthening and development of moral conduct.”

It was 
initially composed of four women elected in the 2018 United States House 
of Representatives elections: Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez of New York, Ilhan 
Omar of Minnesota, Ayanna Pressley of Massachusetts, and Rashida Tlaib 
of Michigan. They have since been joined by Cori Bush of Missouri 
following the 2020 United States House of Representatives elections. The
